bask. on the’ Bullécourt-Queant line 
some days ago they have been: working 
their. way gradually around: Bullecourt 
village., They ‘now surround it on 
three ‘sides, and in some sharp fighting 
this mornirig, improved their position 
east of the village and hong closer to 
ic-on that side. 

The enemy launched 'a strong counter- 
attack this afternoon, his third, on the 
new’ British positions south of the 
Souichez. River, southwest of Lens. The 
first assaulting .wave was destroyed 
close te the British trenches and the 
others broken up by the barrage fire. 

The early announcement’ from _ the 
War Office follows: ‘ 

“There was sharp fighting early to- 
day in the Hindenburg line... East of 
Bullecourt our position has been im- 
proved. We progressed westward in 
the direction of the village and took’a 
number ot prisoners. 

‘Achostfle . bombing attack during the 
right on our front line south of Oppy; 
. delivered ‘after heavy artillery prep- 
aration, was successfully driven off. 


‘Tohight’s official report *réads:~ 

THE attorheon the ‘Munched. 
his third countefattack swith consid- 
erable forces upon our new positions 
south’ ‘of the Souchez ‘River. “The first 
-wave of assault .to reach the slope in 
front of: our trenches was there de- 
stroyed, by our rifle and machine-gun 
fire... The supporting waves, caught 
by_our artillery barrage, were broken 
up. No,Germans reached olir trenches. 

This’ morning a strong body of the 
ehenty was. caught"in' the. open in-the 
neighborhood of Bullecourt by our 
artillery. and. machine-gun fire, guf- 
fering heavy casualties. 

“Successful. work was done 
aifplanes yesterday in spite of a 
strong wind.

- WASHINGTON, May 7.—Machine 
guns, . rifles, pistols, projectiles, and 
shrapnel shells were brought upon, the 
floor of the House today by Repre- 
sentative Jolin Q. Tilson of Connecticut, 
@ Republican member of the Military 
Affairs Committee, who gave a tech- 
ntcal demonstration of ‘the use of the 
implements of modern warfare. 

In a speech of more than an hour 
Mf. Tilson Yisclosed that the United 
States was unable to make Springfield 
rifles, the regular service rifl>, for .the 
war. with Germany, and that a decision 
has been reached to use the Enfield 
rifte, now being used by. England. 

Indirectly criticizing the War Depart- 
ment, Mr. Tilson said that only 66,000 
service rifles: have’ been made by the 
Unitéd States since the outbreak of the 
Fiuropean war. ‘When Mr. Britten said 
this was “a disgraceful state of at- 
fairs,’ Mr. Tilson said he would not 
use the ‘word. disgraceful,- byt admitted 
that it was “** unfortuuate.”’ :

2,431 ARMY RECRUITS 
RAISE TOTAL TO 53,012

WASHINGTON, May 7.—On Saturday 
and yesterday 2,431 recruits were. ac- 
cepted for the United States Army, 
making the total enlistments. for that 
branch of the umited service to 53,012 
since April 1. Pennsylvania was the 
banner State in the two days’ returns, 
having reported a total of 216. Illinois 
was second, with 183; Indiana third, 
with 170; Iowa fourth, with 144; Texas 
fifth, with 138 ; California sixth, with 
120, ew York seventh, with 122. 
Since en 1 Illinois has furnished 
5,586 recruits, Pennsylvania 5,014, end

PRESS CENSORSHIP 
UP IN SENATE TODAY 


Debate Will Centre on Motion to

At a confer- 
ence held by Treasury officials wi 
James Blakeslee, Fourth Assistant Post- 
master General, it was planned to use 
small pasters announcing the loan on 
each of the 300,000 letter boxes in the 
country. A special Liberty Loan can- 
cellation stamp will be used on all let- 
ters sent through the mail. Lithographs 
will be posted in every Post Office and 
on every one of the 60,000 vehicles used 
by the Post Office Department. ‘Small 
cards will be provided to be used in the 
caps of the more than 300,000 letter car- 
riers.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Ureging:no de- 
lay in the consideration of the food 
problem, Herbert C. Hoover, Chairman 
of the American Food Commission, ap- 
peared today before the House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture and discussed for 
two hours the necessity for the con- 
servation and distribution. of foodstytfs 
under Government direction. Mr. Hoover 
was heard behind closed doors at his 
own request. He suggested to the 
committée that some of the information 
and advice he had to offer should not 
be made public at this time: 

The United States, Mr. Hoover told 
the committee, ghould profit by the ex- 
perience of other nations now engaged 
in war, and not delay legislation for the 
handling of the nation’s food supply. 

It is understood that Mr. Hoover did 
not advocate the maximum and mini- 
mum‘ price-fixing legislation as porposed 
in the Lever bill now. before the com- 
mittee. In foreign countries, he~ said, 
the attempt to fix maximum prices on 
foods had not been’ fully successful. 
The food expert said it might be feasible 
were the Government to undertake to 
regulate strictly the prices of nonper- 
ishables,. but -he regarded the fixing of 
maximum prices on perishables as un- 
advisable. He suggested instead that 
if the Government would undertake to 
control the transportation and distribu- 
tion of foodstuffs, paying particular at- 
tention to the prevention of congestion 
in railroad yards and at shipping docks, 
the problem of price would practically 
settle itself. 

Mr. Hoover urged, above all things, 
prompt action in dealing with the food 
problem. Other nations, he said, had 
waited until the war had progressed for 
a year or more and had suffered there- 
by. The United ates, he’ argued, 
should start the war right by giv- 
ing immediate attention to its food 
supply, which 1s not only to serve this 
mation, but this nation’s allies in the 
present conflict. He supported the pro- 
visions in the Administration bill to pre- 
vent manipulation of prices, to regu- 
late storage, and to prevent hoarding. 

Mr. Hoover told the committee he be- 
lieved a special commission should be 
created to aid the Department of Agri- 
culture and the President in conserving 
the food supply, encouraging production, 
— bringing about equitable  distribu- 


The committee began consideration of 
the bill today with indications of a fight 
pOver some of the more drastic provisions 
of the measure. Some of the Southern 
members are averse to legislation “which 
would permit any one, even the Presi- 
dent, to become a food dictator to the 
extent of fixing prices on such commod- 
ities as cotton and grain. 

Although Mr. .Hoover’s place in the 
Government's food control program has 
not’ been: determined finally, there are 
indications that he will direct food ex- 
ports and later perhaps price-fixin 
measures, if Congress passes the f 
bills.. The Department of Agriculture is 
fully. equipped to enforce domestic

CRUEL TO PALESTINE JEWS. 
Turks Loot and Siay. Victims De- 
ported as a “Military Mecsure.”

LONDON¢ May 7.—The Jewish Chron- 
icle has received further details of the 
desperate state of affairs in which the 
Jews of Palestine are placed. It says: 

“The evacuation of the civil popula- 
tion of Jaffa was carried out early in 
April ostensibly as a measure of mil- 
itary precaution, but really ag a meas- 
ure chiefly aimed at the Jewish popu- 
lation. While on the one hand all Jews, 
even German, Austro-Hungarian, and 
Bulgarian were ordered to leave. the 
town, the Mohammedans and Chris- 
tians were permitted to stay. 

“No means of transport was provid- 
ed or obtainable for those who were 
ordered to leave the town. Nor were 


the Jews of Jaffa the only ones thus 
treated. Three hundred Jews from 


Jérusaiem were also deported. amid cir- 


cumstances of the utmost cruelty. In 
Jaffa 8.000 Jews evicted from their 
homes were not allowed to take away 
any belongings or provisions. Their

bulance work aleng the front, has de- 
cided to develop two important new 
branches of its work. These are: 

First—A military transport service, in 
which the Americans will’ have charge 
of the transportation of ammunition and 
field supplies at. main points where of- 
fensives are in prsesen® 

Second—A military school, at which 
the Americans will receive special train- 
ing under French officers, leading to 
appointment as officers of the French 
Army after a few weeks of intensive 


ng. 
Both these steps have been worked out 
by Professor A. Piatt Andrew, Chief In- 
spector of the-.American Ambulance 
orps, together with the French military 
anthorities, and the actual commence- 
ment of both branchés will occur this 
week. 
- The first section for the transport of 
ammunition to the fighting front leaves 
next Wednesday. It will be composed of 
forty-five Americans, drawn from the 
leading colleges, with twenty heavy am- 
munition trucks. It is expected that 
one additional section will leave for the 
front each week. ° 
The school for Americans seeking com- 
missions in the French Army will be 
opened tomorrow at Meaux, where yo 
tensive quarters have been assigned for 
recitation rooms, drilling, Gormitory, and 
refectory purposes. een Americans 
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will compose the first class, and will be 
drawn from those who previously have 
been operating ambulances. As these 
qualify, pass the examinations, and are 
assigned to French commands, others 
will be brought in from ambulance work 
to form new classes, thus making a 
continuous flow of Americans qualifying 
for French commands. 

The development of these two new 
branches of work probably will lead fe 
a change of the name of the American 
Field_Ambulance Corps to ‘‘ The Amer- 
ican Field Service ’’ or ‘‘ American Vol- 
unteer Corps.”’ 

The French Government is supplying 
trucks for the transportation of ammu- 
nition, while the American organization 
supplies the men. It is the intention, as 
the trans y qbon ree of munitions develops, 
to give ericans entire charge of the 
bringing up of supplies for the reserves 
at the front.

W. P. G Harding Tells Bankers That 
$7,000,000,000 Bond Issue Is Only 
a Preliminary Measure. .

BRIARCLIFF MANOR, N.Y., May 7.—

The amendments have been framed to 
meet the objections to membership in 
the system that have been heretofore ad- 
vanced by the State institutions. At the 
conclusion of the conference, in which 
F. A. Delano of the Reserve Board par- 
ticipated, it-was antiounced it had been 
a ‘very icable discussion’’ and that 
indications pointéd to the addition of 
most of the State banks to the Reserve 
Banking system. ~ 

W. P. G. Harding, in an address 
tonight at a banquet of the Adminis- 
trative Council of the association, de- 
clared that the Huropean war would be 
won by American bankers. He was 
sure, he said, that the bankers of the 
country would make the flotation of 
the Liberty Loan a great success. The 
issue of. $7,000,000,000 uf bonds and 
short-term. notes, he added, was suf- 
ficient _to cover the needs-of one year 
of the war, and in event the war lasted 
more than twelve months this country 
would have to reise. atleast $10,000,- 
000,000. 

Mr. Harding said that: while hé did not 
know how it would be done, hé was 
sure it could be’ done. He called at- 
tention to the fact that the banks were 
not “expected. to subscribe to the lpng 
term bond issue, which he said sould 
bé taken up by the people, but that it 
was the duty of the banks to take the 
short term certificates of indebtedness, 
which are convertible into the bonds.

FOR PRIVATE OWNERSHIP. 


British Authority Gives His Views to 
Congress Committee. 
WASHINGTON, May 7.—Before the 
Joint Committee of Congress on Inter- 
state Commerce, of which Senator New- 
lands is Chairman, W. M. Acworth, 
England's leading ratiroad authority, ap- 
peared today to discuss the question of 
Government ownership of railroads in 
foreign countries. Mr. Acworth has 
just completed his work as one of the 
Reyal High Commission which recently 
investigated the railroad situation in 

Canada. 

Mr. Acworth expressed the opinion 
that Government ownership of railways 
either in the United States‘or fn Great 
Britain was unnecessary and would pro- 
ducé unsatisfactory results. ‘In all 
the history of railway developmént,”” he 
said, ‘‘it has been the private com- 
panies ‘that have led the way, the State 
systems that have brought up the rear. 
i would be difficult to point to a single 

mportant invention or improvement the 
introguétion of which the world owes 

to a State rallway.’’ 

Mr. Acworth summarized his conclu- 
sions as to Government ownership of 
railroads as follows+ 

“It is impossible to obtain satisfactory 
results on Government railways in a 
democratic State unless the management 
is cut loose from direct political control.

THOMPSON RECEIVERS OUT. 


Lower Court Exceeded Authority In 
$70,000,000 Case, Decision Says. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 7.—The Penn- 
sylvania Supreme Court today reversed 
the Fayette County Court, vacating the 
appointment of receivers for Josiah V. 
Thompson, Three receivers were ap- 
pointed Jan. 19, 1915. It was said that 
Thompson's estate Was valued at $70,- 
00,000 and that his indebtedness was 
$22,000,000, of which $15,000,000 was se- 
cured by mortgage on substantially the

Senator’ Wagner taunted the Re- 
publicans with their lack of backbone 
and their readiness to surrender prin-, 
ciple and bow to the ‘‘ bosses and boss- 
lets’ of their own party who rallied to 
the Governor’s support. 

tor Brown said frankly that he 
was not a believer in local option as an 
éfficient means of stamping out the 
liquor traffic.

McAdoo has sent a letter to Governor 
Whitman of New York again asking that 
he urge the Legislature to enact a law 
permitting: the’ funds of State savings 
banks, insurance companies, and private 
trustees and guardians to be invested 
fn farm loan bonds.

The Hon. Charles 8. Whitman, Gov- 
ernor of New York, Albany, N. Y.: 

Sir: It is with great pleasure that I 
learn that’ bankers of New York have 
arranged to make a sum of $10,000,000, 
or more, available for short-time loans 
to farmers, and, also, that the bank- 
ers have succeeded in: securing your 
co-operation. It is an admirable move- 
ment, which will serve a very useful 
purpoes, and reflects credit upon every 
one concerned in it. 

The present critical situation in : re- 
spect to the World’s foodstuffs ac- 
centuates the most pressing problem in 
American agriculture today. The cry- 
ing rieed of the farmer is now, and 
has been for many years, not so much 
short-time credits as long-time credits.

WHITMAN ANSWERS McADOO.- 


Insists He Would Err in Urging 
Farm Loan Bond Legislation: 


ALBANY, N. Y¥., May 7.—Governor 
Whitman's refusal to recommend the 
Federal farm loan .enabling legislation, 
as_requested by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, was based upon the opin- 
ion of State Superintendent of: Banks 
Eugene Lamb Richards, a Democratic 
official, that the bonds “are not of 
such a'‘character as to be acceptable 
to the savings banks of the State,” the 
Governor announced tonight. He ‘in- 
formed Mr. McAdoo of. the Banking 
Superintendent’s ruling and,.in. reply to 
a second letter from tire Secretary. of 
the Treasury, wrote him as follows: 

*“‘You must realize that I must be 
guided by the official of the. State of 
New York who has charge of such mat- 
ters, and, in view of the statement of 
the Superintendent of Banks, I feel that 
I should be doing wrong If ‘I. recom- 
mended to,the Legislature the passage 
of legislgtion which you have asked.” 

The third letter of Mr. McAdoo was 
received and answered by the Governor 
today. The reply stated that the Gov- 
ernor was “‘ very glad to be able . to 
inform the Secretary of the Treasury 
that the bankers of this State are doing 
much more ‘to promote the development 
of agricultuyal interestS and to increase 
production during the present time of 
stresg than had been reported to the 
Secretary.”

which gives the Public Service Commis-

The forrner Fresident is packed in his 
appeal by what 1s calied tne Yaie Com- 
mittee of Seventy-one; of whicn he is 
Chairman, .ana it is hoped to uifluence 
other universities-througnout tue coun- 
try to rall into line in‘ the anti-liquor 
campaign. Alreagy, it is said, Marvard 
has decided on a similar move. 

Mr.. Taft’s appeal has-been sent out to 
21,500 Yale graduates, and, although it 
was,maijled only a few days ago, replies 

had been receivec yesterday trom 5,0U0U 
alumni, every one of wnom was heartily 
in favor of @ plan. 

The object of tne Committee of Sev- 
enty-one is, primarily, ‘to have alcoholics 
barred at ail of the class reunions in 
June, but its effeet will be much broader 
if the committee is able to ¢arry out its 
plans. For ‘one thing, the committee 
hopes to get all.the alumni to eschew 
liquor for the entire period of the war. 
(Cnat is not set down in the appeal put 
out by Mr. Taft, but will be urged fp a 
quiet .campaign among the. gradustes. 
The'argument will be used that. the na- 
tion needs every ounce of its strength to 
fight the war to a victorious end, and 
that alcohol is an enemy that must be 
conquered. 

One Of the- éarly. results of the Taft 
campaign was a vote taken by the Yale 
seniors to oppose the use of class funds 
to buy drinks at class reunions .and other 
gatherings. Other elasses took similar 
action. 

One of those associated with ex-Presi- 
dent Taft on the Committee of Seventy- 
one ‘is Professor Irving Fisher of Yale 
University, who is interested in the 
movement recently started to curtail the 
use of grain in the manufacture of alco- 
hol for the sake of economy. Professor 
Fisher wants all manufacture of alcohol 
cut down.that in any way encroaches on 
the supply of grain needed ‘to feed not 
only the people of the United States, but 
of the allied /countries.

RUSSIAN RADICALS CALMING 

DOWN. 

Evidence of returning sanity in Pe- 
trograd has been furnished by many 
incidents during the past week: None 
is more significant than the address 
of Mr. STANKEVITCH, a Social Dem- 
ocrat, to the great meeting in the 
Naval Cadet Building, where the 
Council of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ 
Deputies received the report of its 
Executive Committee on the policy of 
the Provisional Government. Mr. 
STANKEVITCH reminded the working- 
‘men and soldiers that, while. they 
might have the power to overthrow 
the Government, their right to do, it 

highly: questionable.» “ We rep- 
“resent only the workingmen and 
“ soldiers, not all Russia.” They do 
not even represent all the soldiers, 
probably not many of them. Pos- 
sibly this strange body that calls it- 
self the Council of .Workmen and 
Soldiers represents a million of the 


| 170,000,000 of Russia’s population. 


The radical leaders of the Council 


have been very bold, even impudent. | 


No law of Russia, no election, has 
given them a representative char- 
acter, yet they have behaved as 
though they were really , the ‘Gov- 
ernment, or a co-ordinate branch 
thereof. They have dictated terms to 
the Provisional Government, they 
have issued orders, some of which 
have been obeyed, because it would 
have been highly impolitic to drive 
so many workmen engaged in the mu- 
nition factories into open revolt.. But 
it is evident that these leaders now 
see plainly that even if they should 
set: up a Government of their own 
they cauld not maintain it. The 
people themselves and.the soldiers 
who are loyal to the Lvoff Govern- 
ment would overthrow them. They! 
may have sense enough to see that 
the establishment of a Government of 
the proletariat at this moment would 
mean the ruin. of Russia. Hopeless 
financial confusion would be the first 
effect of radical rule. That always 
follows when the powers of Govern- 
ment fall into the hands of visionaries 
and radicals, professing to be the 
best friends of the ‘people, actually 
their worst enemies. The credit of 
Russia would suffer injury from 
which it would»ynot recover in many 
decades, and Russia is going to need 
millions of foreign capital after the 
war for the development of her in- 
dustries. . And the repudiation of 
agreements with the Allies, which 
would very likely be a further con- 
sequence of Socialist and radical rule, 
would do irreparable harm. to the na- 
tional reputation. 

The insistence of the radicals upon 
the policy of no conquest, no an- 
nexation, is not sufficiently explained 
by the Socialist doctrine of interna- 
tional brotherhood: “The Russian So- 
clalists concdivably may ‘hold, as a 
theory, that the assumption hy Rus- 
sia_of control over territory not now 
her own “would: be an fnjiuiry to. the 
people and the workingmen of..the 
despoiled nation. But specifically the 
Socialists mean Constantinople - when 
they talk about annexation. It may 
be that at the conclusion ‘of peace 
Russia will not: come 4nto actual pos- 

of ‘Constantinople and the 
Dardanelles, but her whole commer- 
bial future depends upon her having 
the right of free access to the sea 
by that route, subject’ te no ‘control or 
obstruction by any other power. An|' 





tical effect denying to their ae 
country the right-of unobstructed ace: 
cess to the sea for which it has fought 
many wars, and for which it will 
have to fight again until’ it gets it. 
Opposition to the extension of Rus- 
sian privileges in that. quarter is 
plainly of German instigation. -The 
Imperial Government above all things 
desires to save from the wreck of 
war its Berlin-Bagdad project, to 
which the granting of Russian rights 
in Constantinople would be fatal. 
Here German cunning is playing upon 
the meiner A of the Russian working 
classes.® 

The intelligent men of Russia and, 
the cultivators of the soil will make 
no mistake about Constantinoplé when 
they come to understand Russia's]. 
interests there. It is inconceivable, 
too, that. any great part of thé army 
can be deluded either by the preach- 
ing of Socialists-and visionaries or 
by the German ‘propaganda. “Soldiers 
from the army lectured, we might 
say scolded, the Petrograd crowds 
last week: for trying to get them into 
politics. They pointed out that ‘their 
duty was to fight Germans. Most 
likély the Germans would be fooled 
again in this matter. Even if a sep- 
arate peace were concluded, the army 
would have to’ be consulted, and all 
that part of it which is loyal to the 
Provisional Government would with- 
hold ratification, it would contintie to 
fight. “In that case Germany would 
not only be unable to dispatch any 
considerable force from the eastern to 
the western front, she might even 
have to add materially to the strength 
of her eastern line. 
_ There is encouragement in the fact 
that the first crisis in the new Gov- 
ernment has passed and that among 
the people themselves, even among 
the Socialists, there is a reaction in 
favor of the constituted authorities. 
The report that the Duma is to be 
reconvened has not been fully con- 
firmed. It se®ms to us that the 
prompt. assembling of the Duma 
might put an end to the present un- 
certainty and danger. The members 
of the Duma, elected by the people, 
are unquestionably their representa- 
tives. They would speak with au- 
thority." There are seven or eight 
groups or parties in the Duma, of 
which not more than two could be 
considered ‘as constituting the Ex- 
treme Left. The’majority of its mem- 
bers are moderate, and the Progressive 
Block, of which MiLuxorr is the 
leader, should members. of the Right 
act with them, ‘would rule Russia 
until a Constitution had been drawn 
up and a permanent Government es- 


tablished. 


MASSACHUSETTS’ CONSTITUTION. 

The Massachusetts Constitution, a 
well-written and weighty. docurient, 
although it dates from that ancient 
and feudal time of 1780, has been 
amended ‘and amended by piecemeal, in 
the ordinary way. To be sure, the 
State had a Constitutional Convention 
in 1820, whereof .“ every schoolboy 
knows " that JoHN ADAMS was a mem- 
ber. In 1853 the State treated itself 
to another convention, full of eminent 
personages, local or national, such as 
Rurus CHOATE, R. H. Dana, Jr., 
ANSON BURLINGAME. Its debates are 
still. readable. ‘ The constitutional 
changes it agreed ypon were rejected 
by an ungrateful people. 

‘Now the State is to have another 
Constitutional Convention. Bastward 
the Star of Faddism takes its way. 
From Oregon and) Washington and 
Oklahoma the initiative and referen- 
dum, heaven’s last, best gift to “ al- 
rect government,” has flown to Bos- 
ton, perching boldly on the Gilded 
Dome. Doubtless the great heart of 
the Bay State beats warmly for. other 
repairs that may pe perpetrated on 
the State Constitution. In the election 
of delegates last week the sole test 
and shibboleth was the initiative and 
referendum. Believe in that, and you 
are a “liberal” or radical.  Disbe- 
lieve in that, and you are a conserva- 
tive. 

Of the sixteen delegatesg at large, 
twelve are initiative and: referendum 
men and only four “ are unwilling to 
“submit this important question. to 
“the people.” Of golden Bostonian 
names CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, a 
Curtis, .a COOLIDGE, conservatives, 
were elected; and JosIAH QUINCY, a 
radical. President, LowELL and Moor- 
FIELD STOREY, conservatives, were 
beaten. Former Governor Watsx, 
SHERMAN L. WHIPPLE, MaTTHEw 
HALE, and divers: other Democrats or: 
Progressives of credit and renown, 
were victorious. The Democrats have 
cried. in their platform for the initia- 
tive and referendum. It is, or was,°a}

BUBBLES BREAK AT STOCKHOLM. 

Good is' evidently going to come out 
of the international Socialist peace 
conference in Stockholm: .. The good it, 
is going to furnish will be ‘that of an 
Pobject lesson. It is easy to talk vague 
and benevolent generalities, and plenty 
of soap bubbles are being. blown in 
Russia just now with such labels as 

‘no annexgtions, ”" “no indemnities,” 
&c. ‘As long as there are no stone 
walls of fact to bump against, those 
soap bubbies can maintain their airy, 
floating, iridescent perfection of form, 
their appearance of solidity. and sub- 
stance. The Stockholm conference has 
arrived opportunely to furnish those 
stone walis. 

“ No indemnities ” ‘ts the watchword 
there, too. So Mr. Huysmans, the 
Secretary of the International Socialist 
Congress, a Belgian, is.inevitably and 
promptly, asked, ‘‘ Does that mean 
“ that the invasion of Belgium is to re- 
“ main unexplated?” Oh, dear, no, of 
courge not; Belgium “‘ must be re-es- 
tablished, * her “ material losses must 
be made good.” ‘“ We do not look on 
that as an indemnity,” . 

The questioner moves on from the 
Secretary to the President, Mr. BRANT- 
ING, who is a Swede, Certainly; he 
agrees with HuysMANs. Well, how 
about Northern France? The ruin 
made in the evacuated districts must 
be made good, he says; not “the un- 
avoidable destruction incident to war,” 
but the “ deliberate laying waste of 
“ the country and the methods adopted 
“to eripple the country’s economic 
“ future.” 

The reason Mr. BRANTING and Mr. 
Huysmans make these large excep- 
tions to their. no-indemnity program is 
because, the moment the question is 
asked, it is obvious that they must 
“make them, that no peace could be 
thought of that did not haive these in- 
demnities as the very foundation 
stone. But when this sine qua non is 
laid before Germany, what will be her 
answer? Ig she Conducting. herself 
now as if she thought she would have 
to. pay indemnities? Is ‘she moderating 
her destruction of France so as to ease 
thé burden she will have to assume? 
Nothing {fs further from Germany’s 
thoughts than that she will pay ah in- 
demnity either to France or to Bel- 
gium. Such peace terms as. these, 
though they are the keystone of, the 
arch with the Alliés, would insure a 
short and wrathful negative from Ger- 
many at the outset. She will come to 
them, but not until the Allies’ arms 
have forced her. 

But these Socialists have only begun 
their course of mitigation and modifi- 
cation ‘with their no-indemnity pro- 
gram. Indemnities for Belgium and 
for France, they admit, will have to be 
given. “Very well; but. how about 
Serbia, the original victim, devastated, 
demolished, plague-stricken, famine- 
smitten, 
map of Europe? Obviously, Serbia 
must be helped to*her feet again. Who 
shall pay the way, the Allies, who 
had no hand in her destruction, - or 
Austria, Germany, Bulgaria, and Tur- 
key, who destroyed her? How about. 
Montenegro, who suffered the same 
fate? Obviously, these stricken coun- 
tries must be raised, their trampled 
lands made to bloom again, their de- 
stroyed populations replaced. Who 
shall pay for it? 
At but the destroyer? Ruined Poland, 
who is to pay for her.agony? Shall 
the ravages made in France be madé 
good with German money while rav- 
aged Poland is left to shift for her- 
self? If you say that @ is Russia’s 
duty to make good the Polish ravages, 
to restore the wrecked land, why do 
you say so? Was it Russia that de- 
spoiled her? If not, why should-she 
pay for the restoration, and not the 
nation that did the despoiling? -Why 
should Russia. pay for. Germany’s 
deeds? ’ 

The question could:.be pursued a 
good deal further than to Belgium, 
France, Serbia, Montenegro, ‘and Po-1 
land. It will be, if the no-indemnity 
program lasts long enough. It will not 
Mast long enough; it is a brittle pro- 
gram, and a piece of it shivers off at 
the touch of each new question. Two 
questions asked ig Stockholm have 
damaged it already beyond repair. 
When the Stockholm conferehce breaks 
up over these and other ‘questions like 
‘them, the echo of the. érash will be 
heard in Russia. It will supply the 
acid. test for loose thinking there.

EVERYBODY’S LIBERTY. 


Cahwiesantenl Osborne on the Dant 
gers of Press Censorship. ’ 


Washington, D. C., May 5, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of today on the subject 
of the vote in Congress on the censorship 
section of the Bepiosiage bill, ys use 
this language: 

Hardly any member pointed out ‘plainty 
that it. was not the liberty of the news- 
paper alone, but the liberty of the people, 
that, was at stake, Under a rigid censor- 
ship the publisher or editor would suffer 
personally no more than the carpenter, 
the bricklayer, the lawyer, or the banker. 
The right to know and discuss the facts 
of government, it cannot be too often re- 
peated, belongs to every citizen; the ‘press 
is only the established and convenient me- 
dium for the exchange of facts and opin- 
jons. To deprive itof freedom to exercise 
this function is’ therefore ¢o deprive the 
people of their. most cherished right. 


You are’in my opinion entirely right in 
your assumption that the public is the 
interested party. You were hardly fair 
to the members of Congress, however, 
who debated the question, several of 
whom touched upon this point. .In ‘my 
five-minute talk~ on. the floor’ pf the 
House on the 3d i foatane I used .t his tan- 
guage: 

I do not consider this question one in 
- which the newspapers are the most con- 
cerned. The citizens of the United ‘States 
are those who are the most deeply inter- 
estede They are entitled to have all the in- 

formation which can be given them with 
safety ‘to the public interests, In times of 
_ peace that is inférmation of every kind. 

In times of war it is information of every 
kind that ‘does not impede the business and’ 
the military and»naval operations of the 
Goverhment.

American eos to ye ea Neutrals Add to the 1° Sree o 
the Central Powers. ; 





New. York, May 7, 1917. 
To the Editor,of The New York Times: 

The whole subject of our, trade with 
the five so-called neutral nations is in 
reality as simple as purchasing a dozen 
‘cggs at the grocery store. But to un- 
derstand it we must think in terms of 
economics, and not of politics. There 
are, indeed, imaginary lines of political 
demarkation between the five neutrals 
and Gérmany. Yet in everything eco- 
nomic, as regards food; clothing, and 
all, thé supplies for ‘noncombatants and 
soldiers, those imaginary political lines 
have absolutely no existence whatever. 
People who talk of this subject in terms 
of political States and international 
precedent might as well converse in 
terms of theology or solar biology, so 
far as coming to intélligible or practical 
conclusions are concerned, | 

The average man, habituated to the 
termihdlogy of politics and law and 
reckoning wholly from the point of view 
of precedents which have no bearing on 
this case, should begin a study of this 
subject by placing before his eyes a map 
of Europe. Draw a line about Germany 
and her allies, including her five eco- 
nomic allies—Switzerland, Hollgnd, Nor- 
way, Sweden, and Denmark. Erase all 
political boundary ‘lines: Now, then, 
comprehend that a'.shipload of goods 
sent to Copenhagen,or Rotterfam has 
exactly the same effect upon the stom- 
achs and the banking deposits of Ger- 
many, the ammunition supplies'and the 
‘fighting lines of Germany, as though 
that shiplodd of supplies were sent di- 
rect to Hamburg or Bremen. It is noth- 
ing short of amazing that statesmen 
still talk and journalists still write as 
though we could gain anything by en- 
forcing the rule that none of our goods 
shall actually reach Germany, 

As an ex-school teacher, I wish to say 
that I can take any normal ten-year-old 
boy or girl. out of any public school in 
New York and explain to that child in 
ten minutes’ time why this policy of ulti- 
mate destination is wholly inadequate.

BOLIVIA’S NEW PRESIDENT. 


Gutierrez, .Minister of War, 
~- ceeds General Montes. 
LA PAZ, Bolivia, May 7.—José Nestor 
Gutierrez, the Minister of War, was 
today elected President of Bolivia. He 
succeeded General Ismael Montes.’

Sefior Gutierrez is a well-known po- 
litical economist and banker. His po- 
litical career dates from the beginning 
of: the great war, although previous to 
that time he had held non-political 
Posts in the National Government. 


After being elected a Deputy in 1914 he 
was appointed ‘Minister of Finance in 
1915, and in 1916 he became leader of 
the Liberal Party sind was talked of 
for President. . 

He was born on 1869, of noble 
English ancestry, his eases Srand- 
mother having n Mrs. Rynde . de 
Guerra. He- studied in London and 
Manchester, .. and, in 5 ‘entered the 
employ of the Huanchaca de_ Bolivia 
Mining Company. From there he went 
to thee National Bank of. Bolivia, and in 
1892 became chief aceountant at the 
National Treasury. 

In the following year he was appoint- 
ed reviewing officer of the national 
delegation in the Northwest. ‘Since 
then and until he entered politics he 
had been chief investigatof of the Bo- 
tosi Bank, Assistant Sécretary of Fi- 
nance, and Inspector General of Banks. 
He is the author of’ “ Banking Ques- 
tions’’ and “ Banking Reform 

By. accepting the election of Deputy 
he severed his relations with several 
financial enterprises, but was soon after 
successively elected Vice President and 
President of the Chamber. He still held 
the latter office when he was appointed 
Minister of Finance in 1915. 

Bolivia was the first South American

_ POR CANNING NEEDS 


But Should Be Used Only for 
Perishable Food, Special 
Committee Finds. 


60-DAY GRACE FOR PACKERS 


Say Suggestions of Secretaries of 
Agriculture and Commerce Should 
' Be Closely Followed. 


.The special ceitsnttives on the con- 
servation of tinplate, composed of Gov- 
ernment officials and trade representa- 
tives, which met in Washington May 1, 
has made public its recommendations 
which hgve been approved by the Sec- 
Fetaries of Agriculture and Commerce. 

“From  information~ available,” a 
statement issued by the committee says, 
“4t would appear that, while the supply 
of tinplate will be.sufficient to enable 

makers to operate their plants to 

ximately full capacity in the near 
future, and then for the balance of the 
year, the extraordinary’ demand since 
October last for cans for dried beans 
‘and peas, hominy, macaroni, spaghetti, 
and other nonperishable foods has. pre- 
vented the accumulation of the custom- 
ary supply of storage cans to care for 
the perishable crops that will presently 
be forthcoming. Strenuous measures of 
economy must at once be taken if these 
products are to be secured. 

“The committee believes the stigges- 
tlons of the Secretary of Agriculture 

and the Secretary of Commerce, as out- 
lined in their circular letter of April 
@, should be followed exactly, and that 
mo cans whatever should be used for the 
pecking of non-perishable food products 
or non-food products where such use 
‘would divert the supply trom the con- 
gervation of perishable fruits and veget- 

‘ables, for a period of sixty days, or un- 
til such time as there shall be assured 
@ sufficient can supply amply to care 
for the pack of the season.” 

* The committeé made the further rec- 
@mmendations to specific trades:

@rously ‘with the canners of the country in 
the effort to permit no falling off in acre- 
@sg% planted to cannery crops, and that they
